Among  the  many 
shrubs  offered  by  us  and  ready  to 
set  out  now  are  the  handsome  Pyra- 
canthas  and  Cotoneasters,  which 
produce  the  highly  colored  and  or¬ 
namental  berries  during  the  Fall 
and  Winter.  They  are  particularly 
satisfactory  and  highly  recommend¬ 
ed  by  us. 


Shrubs  Completed  the  Picture. 

Pyracanthas,  commonly  known  as  “Burning  Bush” 


These  comprise  the  larger  and  most  showy  of  the  beautiful  berry  shrubs.  All  are  extra  strong, 
healthy  growers  and  should  have  a  place  in  every  garden. 


PYRACANTHA  CRENULATA— 10  feet.  Of  very  dense  habit 
and  one  of  the  best.  Berries  are  deep  scarlet  produced 
during  August  in  large  clusters. 

PYRACANTHA  AUGUSTIFOLIA—  8  to  10  feet.  Covered  with 
large  clusters  of  flattened  orange-yellow  berries  through  the 
winter.  Leaves  are  long  and  narrow,  deep  green  with  gray 
undrsides.  Be  sure  to  include  one  in  your  garde. i. 


COCCINEA — -A  thick,  thorny  evergreen  shrub.  Leaves  are 
small  and  glossy  green.  Covered  during  the  Fall  and 
Winter  months  with  a  profusion  of  orange-red  berries.  15 
feet  tall. 

COCCINEA  LALANDI — Same  as  the  preceding  variety  except 
in  color  of  the  berries  which  are  orange -yellow. 


Cotoneasters — Fine  Berry  Producing  Shrubs 


Highly  ornamental  shrubs  with  orange  or  red  berries  decorating  its  artistic  foliage  for  many 
months.  By  all  means  consider  this  valuable  group  for  your  planting  scheme. 


FRANCHETI — Any  location ;  8  feet.  A  graceful  type  of  up¬ 
right  growth  with  shapely  overhanging  or  arching  branches.

Splendid  for 
low  walls,  rock  work,  terraces,  etc.  Foliage  is  small,  of  a 
deep  green  and  in  fall  is  covered  with  bright  red  berries 
that  remain  for  a  long  period  extra  strong  plants. 

ACUMINATA  (C.  Nepalensis) — Erect  growth,  6  feet  tall; 
flowers  slightly  pinkish,  followed  by  large  oblong  deep  red 
berries. 


California  Christmas  Red  Berry  Shrub 


Photinia  Arbutifolia  or  Toyan  Berry,  the  well-known  red  berries  of  the  holidays,  are  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  decorative  evergreen  garden  shrubs.

HOW  TO  GROW  OUR  BULBS  SUCCESSFULLY 


Bulbs  are  offered  during  the  Fall  months,  and  planting  should  be  done  early  to 
insure  the  finest  long-stemmed  sturdy  flowers.  However,  very  good  results  and  suc¬ 
cessive  blooms  can  be  had  by  later  planting. 

Plant  bulbs,  as  a  rule,  so  that  there  is  earth  over  them  to  their  own  depth.  Small 
bulbs,  such  as  Freesias,  Crocus,  Ranunculus,  Spanish  Iris,  etc.,  should  be  set  about 
3  to  4  inches  apart.  Tulips,  Anemones,  Jonquils,  from  6  to  7  inches  apart.  Hyacinths, 
Daffodils  and  Narcissus  about  7  to  9  inches  apart. 

Prepare  your  soil  by  forking  deep  and  thoroughly  using  manure  as  a  mulch  only 
after  the  bulbs  are  planted.  A  top  dressing  of  our  Gromore  Fertilizer  or  our  specially 
ground  Bone  Meal,  using  3  pounds  to  10x10,  will  place  your  soil  in  the  best  of  condition 
for  growing  bulbs  or  plants.

Special  Instructions  on  Culture  of  our  Hyacinths 


Our  hyacinths  are  easily  grown  in  the  open  ground  for  girden  decoration  and  in  jardinieres  and  bowls  or  pots  for  house 
culture,  using  our  Specially  prepared  bulb  fibre.  (See  Inside  Front  Cover.)  For  outdoor  planting,  select  a  well-drained  location 
and  fork  thoroughly,  planting  the  bulbs  from  4  to  5  inches  deep  and  7  to  9  inches  apart.  Mulch  with  leaves  or  manure.  For 
pot  culture  one  bulb  in  a  5  or  6-inch  pot;  three  bulbs  in  a  7-inch  pot.  Barely  cover  bulb  and  set  m  a  ventilated  dark  closet 
for  six  weeks  to  get  the  bulbs  well  rooted  before  the  top  growth  starts.  Be  sure  to  moisten  regularly.  Hyacinths  can  als- 
be  grown  in  water,  using  our  Special  Hyacinths  Glass,  50c  each;  postage  10c  extra,  delivered  at  owner  s  risk.

FALL  PLANTING  GUIDE 


Daffodils,  Narcissus  and  Jonquils 

We  consider  this  group  of  Spring  flowering  bulbs  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  and  valuable  of  all 
flowering  bulbs;  their  exquisite  perfume,  earliness,  free  blooming  and  keeping  qualities,  endear  them  to 
all  who  have  grown  them. 

Once  planted  in  the  field  or  garden,  they  need  no  further  attention,  but  will  thrive  and  perpetuate 
themselves,  increasing  in  beauty  for  years. 


Culture  of  Daffodils,  Narcissus  and  Jonquils 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE — Plant  in  early  fall  if  possible,  but 
plantings  as  late  as  Christmas  will  give  excellent  results.  The 
depth  to  plant  is  one  and  one-half  the  depth  of  the  bulb.  This 
gives  a  covering  of  two  to  three  inches  of  soil.  Any  good 
garden  soil  which  has  not  been  recently  manured  will  give 
satisfactory  flowers,  but  a  deep,  moist  loam  is  best.  If  the 
ground  is  dry  or  sandy  it  should  be  dug  deeply,  well  manured 
and  an  annual,  such  as  potatoes,  grown  the  year  previous.  If 
your  soil  is  light  and  you  do  not  want  to  take  off  a  crop 
before  planting,  give  a  light  dressing  of  lime  to  the  surface 
and  work  in  a  layer  of  well-rotted  manure  a  foot  below,  so  as 
to  be  out  of  reach  of  the  bulbs ;  this  layer  is  to  hold  the 
moisture,  not  as  a  fertilizer.  The  best  fertilizer  is  ground  bone. 
This  can  be  used  with  safety  on  poor  sandy  soil.
